Many peach and apple trees have 
been sprayed tn the past ‘few years in 
| Arkansas with. tubricating of! emul-

For those that are now in the fruit 
business it might. be well bo keep 
watch for. this small inconspicuous 
“pest, which appears as a’small gray 
dot about the size of a‘pin head on.

“Tree From Sunburn: 


In addition to forming low heads. 
the trunks of newly ‘planted trees 
should . be. protected. from. sunburn. 
The ordinary, perforated tree protector 
-nsed: for citrus ‘trees may be used, or 
the trunks be wrapped with a few 
folds of newspaper. tied at the top 
and near the bottom and. made. loose 


freely, around the trunk. The wrap- 
ping. should be done soon after the 
tree fe planted but should not. extend 
‘above the point where tt ts intended 
‘to torn” ‘hie ‘frat ecnffotd limb, -- The- 
upper’ part. of the trunk should be 
whitewashed, and for this the follow- 
{ng formula has proved satisfactory: 
Seven pounds unstaked lime,. two, 
pounds sulphur, two pounds salt, mixed 
with water to make a thin paste.
